1. By continuously taking the name of Allaah, we are 
admitting that every little thing in this universe is 
under Allaah’s command and can therefore do nothing 
without Allaah’s command. 

2. The second benefit is that we will realise that anything 
we do is not of our own achievement but is from 
Allaah. We will then develop humbleness because we 
will know that everything really belongs to Allaah and 
that nothing is my own. We will then be saved from 
pride, which is the root of all evil. It is because of this 
pride that people oppress others, think low of others 
and are not fair towards them. When a person actively 
believes in Allaah and is convinced that Allaah makes 
everything happen, how can such a person do wrong 
when he starts doing something by saying cs!) ai! au 
aia! Bismillaahir Rahmaanir Raheem? 


A person is therefore asking Allaah’s help in the work 
he is starting and hoping for blessings in it. Who can 
ask for Allaah’s help when doing something sinful 
because it will be extremely sinful and disrespectful? 
Therefore, by reciting aso cast a) au Bismillaahir 
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Rahmaanir Raheem, a person will be saved from sin 
and also receive Allaah’s help. 


Now listen carefully to the story about the blessings of 
Bismillaah. 


There was a kingdom ruled by a Kaafir king. He had many 
servants doing various tasks in the palace. Amongst these 
servants, was an old lady would did many of the domestic 
chores. The old lady was regular with salaah and another 
good habit she had was that she always recited 
Bismillaahir Rahmaanir Raheem whenever she_ did 
anything. 


The king did not like this and asked her why it was 
unnecessary for her to recite Bismillaahir Rahmaanir 
Raheem every time she did something. She did not give 
any reply but said, “I shall take the name of the One Who 
created me whenever I do something.” 


One day, the king called his special servants to him, and 
said, “Today I shall teach the old lady a lesson for reciting 
Bismillaahir Rahmaanir Raheem and I shall not give up the 
until she stops reciting it. He then called for her in front of 
all the courtiers and said, “I shall be going away for a few 
days. I want you to look after this ring with precious 
jewels for me. I shall ask you for it when I return.” 


The old lady said Bismillaahir Rahmaanir Raheem and then 
took the ring from the king’s hand.

“While we were out on the journey, I had planned to catch 
some fish but we never had the chance to do so. Why 
don’t you get a fish to cook?” The old lady recited 
Bismillaahir Rahmaanir Raheem and went to the treasurer 
to get the money for the fish. When she took the money, 
she again recited Bismillaahir Rahmaanir Raheem and 
then recited Bismillaahir Rahmaanir Raheem again when 
she brought the fish. When she brought it to the palace 
and started to wash it, she recited Bismillaahir Rahmaanir 
Raheem once more and then again recited Bismillaahir 
Rahmaanir Raheem before cutting it. 


When she cut the fish open, she was surprised to find the 
king’s ring in its belly. Tears came to her eyes when she 
realised what had happened. She picked up the ring 
reciting Bismillaahir Rahmaanir Raheem and then recited 
Bismillaahir Rahmaanir Raheem again before tucking it in 
her clothing. 


After the king had eaten and sat down to rest, he called 
many of the courtiers and servants together. He then 
called for the old lady and asked her for the ring. When 
she left for her room, the king and the courtiers around 
him who knew what had happened started to laugh. They 
all thought that today they will make a fool out of the old 
lady for always reciting Bismillaahir Rahmaanir Raheem. 
An announcement was also made in the palace for all the 
other servants to come forward to see how she would be 
disgraced so that they would all stop reciting Bismillaahir 
Rahmaanir Raheem each time they did something. 
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As they all waited, the old lady went calmly to her room, 
recited Bismillaahir Rahmaanir Raheem and opened her 
trunk. She then recited Bismillaahir Rahmaanir Raheem 
again as she picked up the ring and went before the king. 
When she gave the ring to the king, his face changed from 
colour to colour. In anger he exclaimed “Where did you 
get this from?” By saying this, he got himself trapped 
because as far as most of the people knew, the King 
himself had given the ring over to the lady for safe 
keeping. 


All the old lady said was, “Dear King! It was you who gave 
it to me for safe keeping.” The king could not control 
himself as he said, “But it was...” It was then that the old 
lady said, “Let me complete the story for you. You had the 
ring thrown into the ocean but that Merciful Being whose 
name I take whenever I do something returned it to me 
through His mercy. I had nothing to do with it. It was the 
same Merciful Beinig by whose mercy the fish was caught 
and it was He who placed into your heart the desire to eat 
a fish. The same fish that swallowed the ring was caught, 
bought by us and brought to the palace. It was also the 
same being Who saved my hand from being cut for 
stealing. O king! Do you still not understand the blessings 
of Bismillaahir Rahmaanir Raheem and the power and 
Oneness of the Being Whose name is mentioned in it? The 
king lowered his gaze and then everyone in the palace 
heard him say loudly:

Dear children! The king had hardly completed reciting the 
Shaahaadah when all his ministers and courtiers also 
recited the Kalimah and entered the fold of Islaam. 
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Dear children! See how Allaah solved the woman’s 
problem because of His pure name. She was saved from 
embarrassment and because she had remained so 
steadfast upon reciting Bismillaahir Rahmaanir Raheem 
despite all the criticism, Allaah blessed the king and so 
many others with the gift of Imaan. 


We must also try to recite Bismillaahir Rahmaanir Raheem 
always and remember that the act we are doing should be 
one that pleases the Great Being whose name we are 
taking. 


Let us now look back and see how many actions we did

The minister was extremely worried and because he had 
no idea how he was going to do as the king said, he cried 
all the time. He knew that if he did not feed the goat, it 
would die and if he did feed it, it would get heavier.

Just then, he remembered that there was a saint who 
gave people advice on all matters. He therefore went to 
the saint and explained the situation. At first, the saint 
though that he should write to the king and tell him that it 
was not permissible to make such an impossible condition 
with someone, but the minister pleaded with him to first 
solve the problem and then explain the matter to the king.

The saint said this because he had heard that the king was 
not regular with his salaahs and because he was so

did not care much for the Aakhirah. He felt that he would 
have to advise the king on this and try to get him to 
correct his life. 


In the meantime, he told the minister to allow the goat to 
graze during the day and to sharpen a knife in front of it 
during the night. Although it is not permissible to 
slaughter an animal in front of another or to sharpen a 
knife in front of it, the saint explained that it was now 
necessary to save the minister’s life. 

The minister did as he was told and after a week, the king 
had the goat weighed. To his surprise, it weighed exactly 
the same. He was very surprised to see this and gave the 
minister a big reward.

He would always perform 
two Rakaahs salaah to thank Allaah for changing his life 
and also recite some poems which mean:

The paths of our meeting will become apparent by

Make a path through those on the path” 


Dear children! We must also regard the Aakhirah as the 
most important life and then Allaah will make the world 
come to us. We must always think that we will one day 
have to leave this world. Let us imagine that we have died 
and people have been informed of our death. The time has 
been set for the funeral and we are being carried to the 
graveyard. We are now leaving this world forever and will 
never be returning. When we keep imagining this, we will 
really gather plenty of good deeds. We will think, “Did I do 
enough to get the du’aas of my parents?” “Did I recite 
Surah Mulk every day before sleeping so that it can be 
light in my grave?”

A king once had the announcement made that whoever 
speaks a lie in his kingdom will have to face the righteous 
judge and will then receive a very severe punishment. 
After hearing this announcement, the people started to 
stay away from each other, fearing that someone may 
accuse them of lying.

When they met a businessman, 
the following conversation took place:

Businessman: Twenty years old.

Bashir Ahmad Sahib was walking home from the Masjid 
one morning when he called for another boy who was 
running in the street after performing the Fajr salaah. 

“I am surprised at 
you,” Bashir Ahmad Sahib said, “Mashaa Allaah, you are 
the first here everyday for the Fajr salaah, but then you 
are the first to leave and then go running.” 


“You see, uncle,” the boy said, “What I actually do is that 
after the Fajr salaah, I do my exercises.” “What an 
excellent thing,” Bashir Ahmad Sahib exclaimed, “You 
have the fun of exercising together with performing your 
salaah in Jamaa’ah! Now as for my Jameel, it is almost 
impossible for him to get up early enough to be on time 
for the salaah with Jamaa’ah.

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Fighting with Each Other 


Dear children! One of the important things that our Deen 
teaches us is that we should never fight with each other 
and that we must live together with love. Allaah made us 
all relatives because we are all Muslims. Because of this, 
Muslims throughout the world are all brothers and sisters. 


We have been commanded to look after this relationship 
and never to break it. In fact, everything that causes 
these relations to break is disliked in Islaam and 
everything that causes it to get stronger is liked very 
much. 


Islaam therefore encourages people respecting each 
other, helping each other, being kind to each other, 
forgiving each other, making this easy for each other and 
being happy with the good that comes to each other. On 
the other hand, Islaam forbids swearing each other, 
having hatred for each other, being jealous of each other, 
mocking at each other, fighting with each other and 
backbiting about each other.

They quickly returned who had the old man with a white 
beard. His name was Hadhrat Amr bin Jamooh +t. “O 
Rasulullaah p!” he said, “May my parents be sacrificed for 
you! What have you to tell me?” When Rasulullaah p 
explained to him as well that it was not necessary for him 
to take part in the battle and that he would be rewarded 
for his intention, he said. “My sons have also stopped me 
from marching with you, but I have the desire to be killed 
in Allaah’s path and to drag myself with this crippled leg 
into Jannah.

“ O Rasulullaah p! If you are well, then all tragedies are 
nothing.” 


Dear children! Look at this family! The father insisted on 
fighting in the battle even though he did not have to do 
so. Then too, he made du’aa never to return home even 
though he would have been rewarded if he did return after 
the battle. He really wanted to be martyred and Allaah 
fulfilled his wish.

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Fasting 


There may be many of you who fast during the month of 
Ramadhaan. Even though it is not Fardh (obligatory) for 
you to do so, you do it only to please Allaah. The family 
also looks after the little child who is fasting and specially 
fry “samoosas” and make other delicious foods for them. 
Therefore, they have an Eid every day even before Eid 
arrives. 


However, is Ramadhaan only about eating well at Sehri 
and Iftaar? No. not at all! Ramadhaan is a month of 
Ibaadah and a month in which we should remember the 
favours of Allaah and thank Him for them. 


Ramadhaan in the month in which the Qur'aan was 
revealed to Rasulullaah p , so we should make an effort to 
recite the Qur'aan as much as possible during this month. 
You may know of many children becoming Haafidh of the 
Qur'aan. Imagine what great rewards they would be 
getting for reciting the Qur'aan all day in_ their 
Madrassahs! 


Regardless of what the world says, the Haafidh of the 
Qur'aan has a very great status. Hadhrat Abu Hurayrah t+ 
reports that Rasulullaah p said that although jealousy is 
not permissible, it is allowed only in the case of a person 
given the knowledge of the Qur'aan and who recites it all 
day and night so that his neighbours wish that they could 
also be like him. The other person about whom one can be 
jealous is someone who has been given plenty of wealth 
and who spends it freely in the right avenues so that other 
people wish that they may do the same.!

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So in Ramadhaan, eat well and also do good deeds 
abundantly. Your parents, brothers and sister will be so 
happy to know that a little child is doing so much and will 
be good to you and give you many things to eat and 
enjoy. Now think! If this is what people do, what about 
Allaah for Whom you are fasting, for Whom you are 
reciting Qur'aan, for Whom you are performing the 
Taraaweeh? He will certainly make you happy in this world 
and also in the Aakhirah. 


Another thing to mention is that you must remember us 
elders when making du’aa. Something else that we wish to 
say to the elders is that children should be made to fast 
when they are ten years of age and not sooner. We must 
also stay away from all the customs people practise when 
a child keeps the first fast. While it is alright to make a 
few extra things for the child’s Iftaar, but we must not 
arrange lavish meals and invite many people just for 
show. 


Rewards can be Attained even by Playing 


Dear children! Our Deen is so wonderful that it caters for 
the young and the old and considers all their permissible 
desires as well. In fact, the acts of Deen are such that 
they often allow a person to fulfil many of these desires 
(making his heart happy) and also allows him to earn 
rewards at the same time. Muslims therefore benefit in 
this world as well as in the Aakhirah. 


Play and Learning 


Dear children! You may think that your elders only stress 
on learning all the time. All day, they are talking of 
learning, studying and making an effort for this. Although 
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learning is extremely important, Islaam allows us to play 
as well. In fact, it commands us to exercise. 


The best of things to learn is the Qur'aan and the best 
forms of play are archery, swimming and horse-riding. The 
famous Hadith in which Rasulullaah p said, “The best of 
you is he who learns and teaches the Qur'aan.” This 
makes it clear that those who learn the Qur'aan and those 
who teach it are the best of all people. 


Dear children! We must therefore regard the learning of 
the Qur'aan as the most important of our studies and 
apply ourselves to it. When the time then comes for play, 
we must play the sports mentioned above because 
Rasulullaah p encouraged people to take part in them and 
to teach them to their children. In addition to remaining fit 
and active, we will also earn rewards. 


Hadhrat Abu Raafi t reports that he asked Rasulullaah p, 
“Do we owe any rights to our children as they owe rights 
to us?” Rasulullaah p replied, “Yes. The rights you owe 
them is that you have to teach them to write, to swim, to 
use a bow-and-arrow and you must also ensure that you 
make them heirs of good (not Haraam) wealth.”? 


Hadhrat Khaalid bin Waleed t said, “We have been 
commanded to teach our children archery and the 
Qur'aan.” 


Rasulullaah p also said, “Teach archery and the Qur'aan to 
your children. Remember that the best moment for a 
Mu'min is the moment spent in the Dhikr of Allaah.” 


Hadhrat Sa’d bin Abi Waqqaas t narrates that Rasulullaah 
p said, “Ensure that you practise archery because this is 
the best of sports for you.”

Dear children! Muslims do only that which pleases Allaah 
and Rasulullaah p. You are all good Muslim children and 
good Muslim children study well and play also. However, 
they do not play when it is time for studies and never play 
any games that are sinful. They study when it is time to 
study and play when it is time to play. The best of studies 
is the Qur'aan and the best of games and play are those 
that the Shari'ah allows. 
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The Trap of Kufr 


Dear children! Allaah has granted us Imaan and this Deen 
of Islaam, which are very great favours on us. Abiding by 
the commands of the Deen, doing good, making an effort 
for the Deen and for unity are all also great favours that 
Allaah has bestowed on us. 


However, dear children, Shaytaan hates all these favours 
for us because he is our open enemy. It hurts him when a 
person becomes a Muslim, when a Muslim does good and 
when any effort for the Deen is taking place. He had 
declared to Allaah that he would do his best to lead people 
astray and to keep them far from Allaah. Allaah has 
warned us over and over again in the Qur'aan to beware 
of Shaytaan’s traps. He is always making an attempt to 
rob us of this precious gift of Imaan and if a person is a 
pious person, Shaytaan will make an attempt to get him 
to reduce his good deeds. 


Dear children! Shaytaan is a dangerous enemy and he is 
not alone in his efforts to mislead people. All of his 
progeny are also helping him. They are extremely cunning 
and use many tricks to fool people. They may even come 
in the form of a friend and a good person to mislead you 
and are very successful nowadays. They have already 
misled many young and old people from the Deen and 
from the ways of Rasulullaah p. Shaytaan has used his 
many schemes through the Jews and the Christians who 
are also great enemies of the Muslims. They then spread 
these traps throughout the Muslim countries to take 
Muslims away from Islaam and from the love of Allaah and 
His Rasool p. 


Remember dear children that a hunter always uses traps 
that look like part of the ground and the surroundings so 
that the prey will not be able to see it. Similarly, Shaytaan 
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uses his friends like America, Britain, France, Israel and 
other nations to use sports and forms of education as 
traps to mislead Muslims from their Deen. Muslims then 
do not even realise that these are really traps to deprive 
them of their Deen and their Imaan. 


Dear children! Some of these traps are the television, 
VCR, internet, films, drama, immoral programmes, dances 
and new year celebrations, all of which Shaytaan’s friends 
and agents have spread throughout the world. 


Dear children! You think that cricket is so much fun and 
people ask what can be wrong with it. Such questions are 
themselves from Shaytaan. Do you not see that when a 
cricket match starts, the entire nation turns their attention 
to it? Although it can be expected from children, but we 
see that even adults and women leave everything they are 
doing to watch the match and hear what is happening. In 
fact, in all this excitement, many even forget about their 
salaah. 


Children then do not listen to their parents, they leave 
their studies and even forget to eat. While there is no 
harm in playing a sport to keep fit, going mad for it is 
wrong. The purpose of all of this is to make children and 
young people so involved in sport that they forget about 
their Deen and their purpose of life. 


The traps of Shaytaan and his agents include the 
television, cinemas, theatres, satellite television, night 
clubs and the schools that are the fashion today where 
boys and girls attend classes together and where men 
teach girls and women teach boys. The purpose of all of 
this is to make Muslims forget their Deen, to make them 
lose their love for Allaah and Rasulullaah p and to stop 
following the ways of their pious elders. 


Dear children! To save yourselves from these traps of 
Shaytaan, you must do the following three things: 
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1. Make plenty of du’aa and Istighfaar 
2. Do everything after asking advice from the pious 


elders of the community 
3. Talk to people about Imaan and Aakhirah. 
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Story Sixteen 
Ill Treating an Idol 


Hadhrat Amr bin Jamooh t was an old companion of 
Rasulullaah p. He lived in Madinah and was very wealthy 
and also very generous. Before accepting Islaam, he had a 
wooden idol that he loved very much. He decorated the 
idol and worshipped it every morning and evening. It was 
during the thirteenth year after Rasulullaah p announced 
his Nabuwwaat that many people in Madinah started to 
accept Islaam. 


Amongst those who accepted Islaam was Hadhrat Amr bin 
Jamooh t’s son Mu’aadh t. Because Hadhrat Amr bin 
Jamooh t was adamant not to accept Islaam, his son and 
a few other Muslims thought of a way to get him to dislike 
his idol. They therefore used to take away his idol at night 
and then throw it head first into one of the pits they used 
as a rubbish dump. In the mornings, Hadhrat Amr bin 
Jamooh t used to say, “Woe be to those who have 
manhandled our god last night!” He would then go looking 
for the idol. When he found it, he would wash it, clean it 
thoroughly and apply perfume to it. Thereafter, he would 
say, “I swear by Allaah that if I found out who did this, I 
would certainly disgrace him.” However, as soon as 
Hadhrat Amr bin Jamooh t went to sleep, the youngsters 
again repeated their deed. 


One day, when they had carried out their deed once too 
often for him, he took the idol out from where they had 
thrown it after cleaning it and applying perfume, he hung 
his sword around its neck. He then said to it, “By Allaah! I 
have no idea who is doing this to you. However, if you 
have the courage, you should defend yourself for you now 
have this sword with you.” When night fell and Hadhrat 
Amr bin Jamooh t went to sleep, the youngsters again 
seized the idol and after removing the sword from its 
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neck, they tied a dead dog to it and threw it into an 
unused well that was full of rubbish. 


The following morning when Hadhrat Amr bin Jamooh + 
did not find the idol in its place, he went out in search of it 
and found it lying on its head in the well with the dead dog 
tied to it. He then realised that something that cannot look 
after itself can do him, no good either. As he walked back 
home, he related the incident to a friend who had already 
accepted Islaam. The friend said, “You are unnecessarily 
making a target for jokers because your idol can neither 
do you any harm nor any good. Give it up to worship 
Allaah and to follow His Rasool p.” 


Hadhrat Amr bin Jamooh t had by then already given up 
hope in his idol and accepted Islaam immediately. His wife 
and son had by then already accepted Islaam and later his 
other sons also accepted Islaam. His entire family was 
therefore blessed with the wealth of Imaan. 


Dear children! See how making fun of someone actually 
became a means of Hadhrat Amr bin Jamooh 7 accepting 
Islaam. We must remember that when we joke with 
people, it must be done in a way that does not hurt 
anyone because if it does hurt the person, it is not fun. 


Remember also that when we see anyone committing a 
sin, we must first explain to them with love and wisdom or 
get someone close to them to explain to them. We must 
never take something of a person’s away, break it or 
throw it away. We must talk to people in such a way that 
they themselves decide to give up the sin.

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When they were all seated, their grandfather said, “Dear 
children! There are two types of people in this world. The 
first group are those who do good deeds. They worship 
Allaah and serve the creation. The other group are those 
who disobey Allaah and cause harm and corruption on 
earth. If the two groups were left as they are, the second 
group will always oppress the first group. Allaah has 
therefore created another world called the Aakhirah where 
people will go after they die and leave this world. There 
the good will be rewarded for their good deeds and the 
evil will be punished for their sins. 


Dear children! Just as we believe that Allaah is One, we 
must also believe in the next world to come after this 
world. After a person dies, he is placed in a grave where 
two angels arrive and ask him some questions about his 
life. If he is a good person, he will be able to answer the 
questions easily and will then rest in peace in the grave. If 
he is an evil person but died as a Muslim, it will be difficult 
for him to answer. He may then be punished in the grave 
and it will narrow for him and snakes and poisonous 
reptiles will bite him all the time. As for the Kaafir, he will 
have no reply to give and will cry out, ‘Oh dear! Oh dear! I 
do not know.”” 


“Think of the grave as the first stage where the good will 
be rewarded and the bad will be punished. If one is at 
ease here, he will be at ease during the rest of the stages 
and if he is in difficulty here, he will be in difficulty 
throughout.” 


“Grandfather,” Nu’maan asked, “Is there another world 
after the grave?” “Yes,” grandfather replied, “after this 
comes the world that we call the Aakhirah. However, 
before the Aakhirah comes the Day of Qiyaamah. On this 
day, the entire world will be destroyed and no plan, no 
security and no theory of science will help anyone. Even 
the most solid buildings will crumble to the ground. The 
sky will split, the stars, sun and moon will lose their light 
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and the earth will shake just like you break your 
sandcastles with your hands.” 


Saalim, who had been listening with great interest then 
said innocently, “Then we will also not remain alive?” The 
other children started to laugh, but grandfather just 
smiled and said, “That it what I am explaining to you. 
Everything in this world will come to an end. Don’t you see 
that when you buy a new pencil, you then sharpen it over 
and over again until it is eventually finished? You buy a 
new book today and after some time you will see that its 
pages start to tear and fall apart until it is no more. 
Similarly, you see a plant grow up as a small shoot, later 
becoming a plant and then a large tree. People then cut it 
down and burn it up in their fires. Just as everything in 
this world comes to an end, we will also soon come to an 
end.” 


“What I forgot to tell you is that an angel called Hadhrat 
Israafeel v will blow a trumpet on the Day of Qiyaamah, 
because of which everything will come to an end. He will 
later blow it again and then all of creation from the time of 
Hadhrat Aadam v will rise from their graves and will stand 
before Allaah to answer for everything they did during 
their lives. Allaah will ask everyone what they did with 
their youth they were given, how they earned and spent 
their wealth and whether they practised on_ their 
knowledge. People will also receive their books of deeds. 
Those who will be successful will receive their books in 
their right hands and the unsuccessful ones will receive 
their books in their left hands. They will then be taken to 
Jahannam.” 


“How can a person be saved from Jahannam?” Umayr 
asked. Grandfather replied, “By obeying Allaah, following 
Rasulullaah p, staying away from lies, stealing, backbiting 
and indecent acts and by showing respect to elders and 
being kind to those younger than you. We must also 
always beg Allaah for forgiveness and ask Him to save us

from Jahannam. Today I will teach you a du’aa to recite 
whenever you remember and especially after every 
salaah. It is a part of a verse of the Qur'aan. It is: 


20 Ge hy Aika 58 gf a Sl JU 
“O our Rabb, grant us (a/ that which is) good in this world, (a// that which is) 


good in the Aakhirah and save us from the punishment of the fire (of 
Jahannam).” 


There is also a du’aa taught in the Ahadeeth. It is: 


SU Ge Gaal agli 
O Allaah! Save me from the fire of Jahannam” 


Recite this du’aa seven times after the Fajr and Maghrib 
salaahs before speaking to anyone. 


Now go and sleep well because I shall be asking you these 
du’aas tomorrow.” 


Thinking of Qiyaamah 


The next morning, the children all ran to grandfather’s 
room to hear his fascinating talks. Grandfather first took 
Aasim in his arms and asked, “Let me hear the du’aa I 
taught you yesterday.” Aasim was waiting for this and 
immediately recited: 


UY GNSS Uy Ate BUA) Hy Ate Gal 8 TL 


Grandfather was very happy and said, “Congratulations!” 
Another of the boys then recited to him the du’aa: 


SU Ge Gaal agli 


Grandfather then continued, “The Day of Qiyaamah will be 

a very difficult day. In fact, the Qur'aan states that on that 

day people will not think of their relatives. They will forget 
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about their parents, children, brothers and sisters and not 
even worry about their condition because everyone will be 
worried only about himself. When they see the 
punishment of Jahannam, people will actually wish that 
their relatives should be put into Jahannam rather than 
themselves. 


“Rasulullaah p said that there are three places where no 
person will think of another. The first is at the scales when 
no one knows whether their good deeds will weigh heavier 
than their sins. The second place is when people will be 
given their books of deeds and when the Mu'min will be 
given his in his right hand, he will go to others to show 
them his book. The third occasion will be at the bridge of 
Siraat that passes over Jahannam and which every person 
will be commanded to cross.” 


It was Aasim who then asked, “I heard that when people 
will stand before Allaah to answer for their actions, the 
parts of their bodies like their hands and legs will talk 
about what they did. How will they talk when they have no 
tongues?” 


“Dear son!” grandfather said, “We believe that Allaah can 
do whatever He pleases because He has power over all 
things. Any part of the body will therefore speak if Allaah 
commands it to. Our tongues are themselves just pieces 
of flesh just like the other parts of our bodies, so when 
Allaah commands any of them to talk, they will be able to 
do so just as well as the tongue. This has been written in 
the books of our elders.” 


“Rasulullaah p mentioned that a person (a hypocrite) will 
appear before Allaah and say, ‘O Allaah! I believed in You, 
in Your Book and in Your Ambiyaa = wz. and I also 
performed salaah, fasted and gave Sadagah.’ Besides this, 
he will speak of many other good deeds that he did. Allaah

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will then tell him to wait, saying that He will bring some 
witnesses. The man will wonder who these witnesses 
could be and will be surprised when Allaah puts a seal on 
his mouth and commands the parts of his body to speak. 
His limbs, flesh and bones will then speak so that the man 
will have no excuse when he is punished.” 


“So Qiyaamah will really be a day of difficult questioning?” 
Nu’maan said. “Certainly,” grandfather confirmed, no 
person will move from the spot until he answers the 
following five questions Allaah puts to him: 


What did you do with the life I gave you? 

How did you spend your youth? 

How did you earn your wealth? 

Where did you spend this wealth? 

Did you practise on the knowledge I gave you? 


OAKRWNFH 


However, if Allaah wills, He will allow some people to enter 
Jannah without asking them any questions. You must 
therefore recite the following du’aa: 


O Allaah! Grant me an easy reckoning 


An easy reckoning means that Allaah will only glance at a 
person’s book of deeds and then overlook everything. The 
Hadith tells us that when Allaah starts to question a 
person, the person will be destroyed. The person who will 
be saved from the reckoning will be those who passed 
away after asking forgiveness from Allaah.

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Jahannam 


Dear children! You have learnt already that we should 
believe in One Allaah, in Rasulullaah p, in Jannah, 
Jahannam and the Aakhirah. Without believing in all of 
this, a person will not be a Muslim. You already know also 
that good people will be rewarded by going to Jannah and 
the evil ones will be punished in Jahannam. 


Jannah is for those people who believe in the things that 
the Ulema have written in their books and who spend their 
lives obeying Allaah and doing as he commands. On the 
other hand, Jahannam is for those people who do not 
believe in Allaah and who do evil. Although such people 
also get punished in this world, Allaah has prepared a 
severe one for them in the Aakhirah. Rasulullaah p told us 
that the fire of Jahannam is seventy times more severe 
than the fire of this world.! 


Does anyone like to burn himself in the fire of this world? 
When some people burn to ashes with the fire of this 
world, imagine what will happen with the fire of 
Jahannam! During summer we see that people do 
everything they can to keep the heat away. They look for 
shade, use fans and air conditioners because they cannot 
bear the heat. The heat of Jahannam is so severe that 
even the sun gets its heat from it. 


Rasulullaah p said that the person who will suffer the least 
punishment in Jahannam will be someone who will be 
given sandals of fire to wear, the straps of which will also 
be made of fire. Because of this, his brains will boil like 
how a pot boils on a stove. Although his punishment will 
be the least of all the people, he will think that none is 
suffering as much as him.?

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Jahannam is a terrible place that we must all beg Allaah to 
save us from it. We must recite the following du’aa: 


pigs IKE 5 ill ide Cys dhs 496) C5) ag 
O Allaah! I seek your protection from the punishment of 
the grave and the punishment of Jahannam. 


A Hadith tells us that Allaah allows Jahannam to hear 
these du’aas of the people and Jahannam also makes 
du’aa saying, “O Allaah! Save him (the person making this 
du’aa) from the Fire.” 


Jannah 


Grandfather continued, “Dear children! If there was no 
Aakhirah where the good are rewarded and the evil are 
punished, everyone will be the same in this world. Those 
who spend the night in salaah will be the same as those 
who spend the night watching indecency on television and 
those spending the night stealing from people.” 


“Take the example of yourself in a Madrassah. Your 
parents make du’aa for your success and you make a 
great effort throughout the year and also to do well in the 
exams. Your parents even promise to buy you something 
like a bicycle if you come out first in class. Therefore, 
when the results come out and you see in your report that 
you have attained a good position, you take it to show 
everyone and your parents and teachers are all happy for 
you.” 


“However, there are those children who play all the time 
when they ought to be learning. They make no effort to 
study and watch television most of the nights of the 
exams. Now when such a child fails the exams, you can 
imagine how angry and disappointed his parents and 
teachers become. The same is the situation with Allaah 
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and His servants. Allaah has promised them Jannah if they 
do good deeds. Now what is this Jannah. Listen well!” 


“Jannah is the place where good people go. There they will 
have no worries or difficulty and will live in peace and 
comfort. Allaah says in the Qur'aan: 


We will soon enter those who have Imaan and who carry out good 
actions into Jannaat beneath which rivers flow, where they shall live 
forever and ever. The promise of Allaah is true. Who can be more truthful 
in speech than Allaah?* 


The Qur'aan and Ahadeeth contain many descriptions of 
what the good people will receive in Jannah. They will 
have large gardens and such large trees there that it 
would take a fast horse five hundred years to run through 
the shadow of the tree. There will be varieties of fruit 
there and rivers of milk, honey and delicious drinks that 
they will enjoy whenever they want. They will never get 
hungry, thirsty or feel hot, cold or ill in Jannah.” 


“Whatever we know of Jannah, Jahannam, the grave and 
the Aakhirah has been told to us by Rasulullaah op. 
Rasulullaah p even mentioned that if a woman of Jannah 
has to just peep into this world, the entire space between 
this world and the heavens will be filled with light and all 
of it will be filled with her fragrant perfume.” 


“Rasulullaah p also told us that although the people of 
Jannah will eat and drink, they will not develop phlegm, 
have no mucous and will not need to relieve themselves. 
When the Sahabah yw asked what will then happen to their 
food, Rasulullaah p said that they will only perspire and 
that the perspiration will smell better than musk.?” 


The children had been listening with great interest when 
Saalim suddenly asked, “Grandfather! But you have not

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told us what Jannah is made of.” Grandfather smiled and 
affectionately passed his hand over Saalim’s head saying, 
“This also Rasulullaah p has told us. He said that the 
bricks of the buildings will be of gold and silver and that 
the cement between them will be fragrant musk. He also 
said that the pebbles of Jannah will be pearls and precious 
stones, while the grass will be saffron.” 


“Will anyone ever want to leave such a lovely and 
comfortable place? Never! And no one will ever need to 
because people will live in Jannah forever and ever. 
Rasulullaah p told us that when a person of Jannah will 
see a bird flying and wish that he could have it roasted, it 
will immediately be presented roasted to him in a platter. 
After eating it and throwing the bones back on the platter, 
Allaah will command the flesh to return to the bones and 
the bird will fly away again. Subhaanallaah! Can anything 
in this world ever happen merely by wishing for it? In fact, 
when a person of Jannah wishes to do some farming just 
for fun, he will plant the seed and it will immediately grow 
into a plant ready to be harvested. 


All the pious and good people of the world will also be 
there in Jannah and we will actually be able to visit 
Rasulullaah p. Even better than this is that in Jannah we 
will even be able to see our beloved Allaah Who gives us 
everything in this world. What more can we ask for?” 


Grandfather was still busy speaking when Khubayb 
interrupted by asking, “Do tell us how we may reach 
Jannah and when we may be able to do so?” 


The easiest way to get to Jannah is to ask Allaah for 
forgiveness and make up your mind never to make Allaah 
angry. The first thing to do is never to miss any salaah, to 
fast if it is Fardh (obligatory) upon you, to give Sadagah, 
to obey and serve your parents and to do all good deeds 
while staying away from all sins. At the same time, always 
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make du’aa for Allaah to save you from Jahannam and to 
enter you into Jannah.” 


A Good Friend 


You all may be having some friends. You may be having 
friends who are your neighbours, friends at school, friends 
at Madrassah and many others. However, the friends to 
have are those who are pious, who perform their salaah, 
who are interested in their studies and who obey their 
parents and elders and who stay away from sinful acts 
and sinful places. You will be very fortunate to have such 
friends, especially nowadays when such friends are very 
rare, 


Most of the friends nowadays are interested only in TV, 
movies, cricket and other wasteful and sinful activities. 
Many of them will be seen playing cricket in the morning, 
playing cricket in the afternoon and playing cricket at 
night as well. They even forgo their salaah playing cricket 
and will use any spare time for it. There are also those 
who sit beside the streets and talk nonsense all day, who 
will be quick to attend sinful functions and will run far 
away from functions where good is discussed. 


Unfortunately, a new evil has started nowadays in which 
people are wasting away their valuable lives. The evil is to 
sit in nightclubs all night like the Kuffaar do. Do we never 
get tired of licking up the spit of the Kuffaar? May Allaah 
save us all from such friends who destroy others as they 
destroy themselves as well. They neither care for their 
parents nor for the Deen of Allaah. 


Dear children! When you go to a garden of flowers or to a 
perfume shop, you will find sweet fragrances. However, if 
you go to a rubbish dump or sewer, you will find terrible 
stenches and not fragrances. The same applies to friends. 
Rasulullaah p said that a person will follow the ways of his 
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friends and should therefore watch who his friends are. 
When a person keeps evil friends, he will also start to 
develop evil habits and ways. However, if he keeps the 
company of good friends, he will also learn good habits. 


Every person wants others to think that he is a good 
person and wants respect. You will however never be 
regarded as a good person worthy of respect if you keep 
company of bad friends. If your friends are bad people, 
people will think that you are the same. 


Dear children! Never think that if you are pious, you will 
not be affected by bad company because you will certainly 
be affected in some way or another. Look at the son of 
Hadhrat Nooh v. Although he was the son of a Nabi, he 
was drowned with the Kuffaar. The reason for this was 
that he always kept company with the Kuffaar and was 
affected by their evil ways. 


In fact, when Allaah speaks of the time when the Queen 
Bilqees accepted Imaan at the hands of Hadhrat 
Sulaymaan v, Allaah says that she had been from 
amongst the Kuffaar. Ulema state that this means that 
although she was an intelligent woman who had the ability 
to recognise Allaah, she worshipped the sun only because 
she had been living with the Kuffaar and had therefore 
started to do what they were doing. 


You may have heard the story of the people of the cave, 
which is mentioned in Surah Kahaf. The story is a long 
one, which you should ask your learned Ulema about. 
However, the people of the cave were pious youngsters 
who left the place where they lived because the people 
there were Kuffaar. They then went to a cave where 
Allaah made them sleep for a very long time. As they 
slept, their dog kept watch at the entrance of the cave. 
Now although it was just a dog that Muslims are not 
allowed to keep as pets, it has been mentioned in the 
Qur'aan because it stayed in the company of pious people.

Dear children! Keeping the company of bad people always 
has bad results and will eventually destroy a person. If a 
person wants to be successful in this world and in the 
Aakhirah, he should keep company with good and pious 
people and attend the gatherings and lectures of pious 
people. What we learn from them we should pass on to 
others because since no Nabi will come after Rasulullaah 
p, it is our duty to pass the message of good on to others. 


Dear children! You have learnt a lot about the Aakhirah, 
Jannah, Jahannam, the Day of Qiyaamah and about 
keeping good friends. Now say about ten or twelve easy 
sentences about these to your friends and also state eight 
or ten advantages of having good friends. 
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Story Eighteen 


O Allaah! Save us from the Evil of 
Shaytaan 


The students had all left thier bags in the classrooms and 
were leaving the class for the assembly area. Saleem was 
the last to leave and when he saw all the bags lying there 
unattended, his eyes gleamed as an evil thought crossed 
his mind. This was the perfect opportunity. He quietly 
opened Khubayb’s bag, took out his expensive geometry 
set and put it in his own bag. 


He then hurried off to the assembly area, where the boys 
were being paraded like soldiers. After making Salaam 
and passing through the gardens, they reached the 
classroom, where they all took their seats. The first period 
was geometry and when the teacher arrived, he wrote the 
exercise on the board and all the children took out their 
geometry sets. 


Khubayb searched his bag for his geometry set, but was 
surprised when he could not find it. This was the first time 
that he would be so embarrassed in front of the teacher. 
As the others did their work, the teacher saw that 
Khubayb was looking worried and doing nothing. He went 
over and asked the reason for his concern. Khubayb 
explained that he could not find his geometry set. “Did 
you not leave it at home?” the teacher asked. “No, sir,” 
Khubayb replied because he was sure that he had put it in 
his bag that morning. 


The teacher then had the boys search all the bags. As 
they went through the bags, the teacher noticed that 
Saleem was shuffling about in distress. He immediately 
realised the cause for Saleem’s distress and had the 
search of all the bags called off so that Saleems’ bag could 
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be searched. As the teacher expected, the geometry set 
came out of the bag. 


The teacher told Saleem nothing that day, but at the 
assembly the following day he called for Saleem in front of 
all the students. After delivering a short speech, the 
principal asked the boys to look at the _ innocent 
appearance of Saleem who carried out the acts of 
Shaytaan. He then related the incident of the theft and 
told all the boys to tell Saleem in one voice that stealing is 
a terrible sin. This was a greater punishment than any 
other and as he fell in the eyes of all the boys, Saleem bit 
his lips in embarrassment. He wished that the ground 
would just swallow him up where he stood. He then 
started to cry. 


It was then that he heard the voice of the head teacher 
say to him, “Can you now imagine what it would be like on 
the Day of Qiyaamah when a sinner will be called before 
all of creation and told that he would be punished for his 
sins? If we cannot face the embarrassment of this world, 
can we imagine how it will be then? Yet we are not 
ashamed of disobeying Allaah, missing our salaah and 
stealing?” 


These words stuck in Saleem’s mind and he made up his 
mind never to do such a thing again. He walked back to 
the classroom and asked Khubayb to forgive him. 
Khubayb was brought up well and not only forgave him 
sincerely, but also insisted that he accept the geometry 
set as a gift. Knhubayb however made the condition that 
Saleem stay away from sins and recite the following du’aa 
after every salaah:

However, because he is grown up in the lap 
of his mother, it often happens that children are spoilt by 
their mothers and then become stubborn and cry for every 
little thing. The stories of the pious teach us that when 
children are not stubborn and do not cry for every little 
thing, they benefit greatly afterwards. 


It may have happened some years ago that when your 
mother gave all you children milk to drink, you were 
stubborn and wanted all for yourself. Your elder brother 
then drank his share and yours as well. Although this will

end here for us, Hadhrat Moulana Rasheed Ahmad 
Gangohi # , said that such an incident taught him that 
being stubborn will cause you to lose even what is yours.

He used to get up at night at the age of twelve or thirteen 
to perform the Tahajjud salaah and recite Qur'aan and 
du’aas. In fact, when he was just eleven or twelve years 
of age, his uncle (mother’s brother) asked Moulana Ashraf 
Ali #, whether his aunt (the uncle’s wife) was Mahram to 
him or not. From that day, Hadhrat Moulana started to 
observe proper Purdah from his aunt.

Hadhrat Hudhayfah t and his father Hadhrat Yamaan 1 
were on their way to Madinah to meet with Rasulullaah p 
when Abu Jahal got hold of them.

“You are going there to fight against us,” Abu Jahal 
shouted.

This was that great battle that Allaah refers to as the 
day of Furgaan (the day when the truth was separated 
from falsehood). It was the Muslims fighting in this battle 
who are referred to as the Badriyyeen, who have a very 
high rank among all the Sahabah w and about whom 
Rasulullaah p stated that they were all forgiven by Allaah. 


When Hadhrat Hudhayfah t met Rasulullaah p, he 
explained to Rasulullaah p that they had been forced by 
Abu Jahal to promise not to fight in the battle. He had 
placed a sword to their necks and they had to make the 
promise to save their lives. Hadhrat Hudhayfah t therefore 
asked Rasulullaah p to allow them to fight in the battle 
because their promise was one made under threat. 


Rasulullaah p however told them that since they had made 
a promise, they were forced to keep it. At that time, the 
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Muslims needed every man they could get to fight for 
them because they were so few in number. They were 
only 313 in number with just seventy camels, two horses 
and eight swords. The other Sahabah y carried only sticks 
and rocks. However, despite the need for more people, 
Rasulullaah p still saw it more important for a person to 
keep his promise. 


We learn from this incident that even if a 
promise is made to a Kaafir, it must be kept as far as is 
possible.

Things that we do or do not do that earn us the pleasure 
of people around us are called etiquette. 


THE ETIQUETTE OF TALKING: Your speech must be clear 
and respectful and must show love for youngsters and 
respect for elders. Speak softly and in a manner that 
people can easily understand what you say. Never 
interrupt when others are speaking and speak what is 
relevant to the topic. It is reported that Rasulullaah p 
spoke slowly so that every word could be understood. 
Allaah also commands in the Qur'aan that people should 
speak in a good manner. 


THE ETIQUETTE OF MEETING PEOPLE: Meeting people 
creates love and unity between people. Always be first to 
greet the next person and never speak disrespectfully 
even to people whom you now very well. 


THE ETIQUETTE OF GATHERINGS: The most important 
factor to remember when sitting in a gathering with others 
is to listen to them. It is disrespectful to join a 
conversation without the permission of the people 
concerned. You must also not sit in a person’s reserved 
place for sitting when at his house and never join in the 
conversation of two people without their permission. It is 
also disrespectful to sit in front of people with the legs 
outstretched. 


THE ETIQUETTE OF DRESSING: Clothing is a_ very 
important factor of any society. People dress according to 
the climate and customs of their areas, but it is necessary 
to remember that men must cover the area of their bodies 
that is Fardh (obligatory) to cover and dress in a manner 
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that does not create pride. Women and girls should dress 
to conceal their beauty and to protect their modesty. Boys 
must also dress appropriately for every occasion and this 
must be learnt from the Ulema. 


THE ETIQUETTE OF EATING: Wash the hands before 
eating, recite Bismillaah and eat from the food in front of 
you. Dish out only as much as you will be able to eat 
because being greedy and taking more than you can 
manage will only be a waste of food.

Eggs and milk should be eaten often for breakfast 
because they contain protein, which is necessary for 
muscle development. They also contain calcium and 
vitamin D, both essential for the bones.
